OOXEY’S OOMMONWEAL 18 DOOMED 
10 DISAPPOINTMENT. 


| Neither Opposing Demonstration Nor Es- 


dort of Workingmen Awaits the Army 
Redstone Cannot Keep His Promises 
George Francis Train Under Arrest= 
Unknown Has a Contingent=—Cuxey’s 
Band Nearing Dissolutieon and There 
May Be No Demonstration May 1. 

Wastuneror, D. C., April 2'7.—[Special.]— 
It now looks like a fiasco, Coxey’s common- 
weal ig doomed to bitter disappointment at 
the National Capital. His advance agents are 
sore over the prospect. They have found out 
that Redstone and the other cranks who were 
runnmg the local headquarters have been 
lying at a great rate. There is not going to 
be any sort of an opposing demonstration and 
the workingmen of the District are not going 
to turn out to escort them. The common... 
wealers can march down Pennsylvania avenue 
just like any other visiting body, but they 
won't be allowed to transgress on the Capitol 
grounds any more than were the Odd-Fellows 
who had a parade yesterday and who wanted 
to utilize the grounds. 

The commonwealers may stop at the peace 
monument at the foot of the Capitol, and 
they may travel up the hill, but the thing that 
cuts deeply is that there will not be thousands 
of enthusiastic persons to welcome them. 
Citizen Redstone got together a squad of fif- 
teen récruits today and sent them out duly 
commissioned to meet the commonweal, 
Redstone had promised 15,000, and when 
Coxey and Browne receive the first detach- 
mentit may dawn upon them that somebody 
has humbugged them just as they have hum- 
bugged others. The workingmen of Washing- 
ton are not encouraging the movement. 

The Messrs. White, who came down from 
Hagerstown as the advance guard of the army, 
do not appear to have an exalted opinion of 
the men—and women—who are running 
things at the headquarters here, and evidently 
think there is entirely too much talking 
through hats and bonnets.

The total will fall below the texpectations 
of meinbers of the Two-Million club and oth- 
ers of the sanguine,” said a member of the 
board, who has access to the figures, “ but will 
exceed the calculations of the conservati: 8.

The increase has been mainly in the new 
wards, The largest rate of increase is in 
Lake View, Jefferson, Englewood, Woodlawn, 
Pullman, Grand Crossing, and in the Twenty- 
eighth and Thirtiethn Wards, and along the 
line of the steam railways that run suburban 
trains.

wards of foreign population the incréase has 
been quite large, and this is accounted for by 
the growth in the number of the family. 
Some of the older settled wards, like the First, 
the Second, the Seventeenth, and the Twenty- 
fourth, will probably show a considerable 
falling off. 

The census will show the number of native 
born persons, and of foreign born persons, 
and the various nationalities of the latter.

The redistribu- 
tion could be made then on a more intelligent 
basis.

census bulletia. Of the entire population of 
the United States in June, 1890, very nearly 
three fifths, or 59729 per cent, were single, 
a little more than one-third, or 35.66 per 
cent, were married, and not quite one-twen- 


tieth, or 4.74 per cent, were widowed The | 
dent today sent to the Senate the following

divorced constituted but a small fraction of 1 
per cent of the whole number, while those 
whose conjugal condition was unknown con- 
stituted even a smaller proportion. Consider- 
ing briefly the results regarding the conjugal 
conditions of males and females, respectively, 
for the United States asa whole, it appears 
that of the 32,067,880 males in the country 
19.945.570, or 62.20 per cent, were single; 
11,205,228, or 84,94 per cent, were mar- 
tied; 815,487, or 2.54 per cent, were wid- 
owed; and 49,101, or .15 per cent, were di- 
voreed. The total number of females in the 
country was considerably less than that of the 
males, bemg 30,554,370, of which 17,183,- 
988 or 56.24 per cent were single. This pro- 
portion, it will be noted. is decidedly less 
than that of the male. The number of mar- 
ried females was 11,126,196, being practi- 
caily the same as that of married males, while 
the proportion was 36.41 per cent, which is 
greater than that of the males. The number 
of widows was 2,154,615, or 7.05 per cent 
of the total number of females. As is seen, the 
proportion of widows was nearly three times 
as great as that of widowers, showing that a 
greater proportion of widowers remarry than 
of widows. Ihe number of divorced women 
was 71,895, being 0.24 per cent, or consid- 
erably more than the proportion of males. 
This probably indicates that divorced men 
have remarried to a greater extent than di- 
vorced women. Illinois had 48.000 widow- 
ers and 119,000 widows. There were 3,300 
divorced men and 5, 000 women. 


PRIVATE PENSION BILLS PASSED. * 


Mr. Hepburn Brings the Democrats in the 
House to Time. 

Wasuinetror, D. C., April 27.—Twenty-one 
private pension bills passed tells the story of 
the day’s work in the House.

The Position He Wants Is Still Held by an 
Efficient Official. 


Wasninetor, D. C., April 27.—[Special. ]|— 
There isn’t much definite news about ex- 
Mayor Cregier’s candidacy for inspector gen- 
eral of the steamboat service. Some private 
‘letters have been written and some personal 
pleas have been made for him, but until 
Gen. Dumont resigns not much thought will 
be given to his successor. Gen. Dumont is a 
New-Lorker. He has reached a ripe old age 
and is said to be perfectly willing to retire in 
favor of a younger and more active man, He 
is a Republican in politics, but has proved 
such an efficient officer that he was retained 
throughout the last Democratic administra- 
tion in spite of the strenuous efforts made for 
his removal, and he would probably serve on 
throughout the present administration were 
it not for his advanced age. 


AR. HOADLY ON THE PACIFIC ROADS. 


He Says Representatives of the Lines Are 
Doing Considerable Bluffing. 

Wasnineron, D. C., April 27.—Ex-Gov. 
Hoadly of Ohio addressed a distinguished 
gathering of Senators and members repre- 
senting the Pacific Railroads committees of 
both branches of Congress concerning the 
settlement of the vast Pacific roads’ debt due 
to tre government, He talked forcibly and 
frankly with a frequent use of blunt and 
homely terms which explained more than his 
technical legal argument. At one point he 
referred to the fact that the representatives 
of the roads were doing a lot 
“ bluffing,” and he specified Francis 
Linde Stinson as the one who had made 
the bluffs. He spoke also of the negotiations 
when the whole outfit,’’ main line, branches, 
etc., were insolvent and in the hands of re- 
ceivers. He was frequently interrupted by 
questions. Mr. Bell wanted .to know if the 
proposition presénted by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral and now urged; by Gov. Hoadly did not 
mean practically that the government was 
getting deeper in the hole.“ This brought 
out an animated discyssion as to what the 
government should do. Gov. Hoadly spoke 
of the necessity of some action. The debt 
would soon begin to mature. The govern- 
ment was in the position of a mortgagee 
out of possession. It had recently 
succeeded in securing the apointment of two 
additionai receivers—Messrs. Goudert and 
Doane—which gave the government control 
of the present management. He was satis- 
fied, however, of the integrity of the officers 
of the road. The plan of settlement before 
the committee was the result of much confer- 
ence between the government and repfesenta- 
tives of the road. In trying to frame a settle. 
ment he had drawn a dozen bills. The rail- 
road people had drawn two dozen. Out of 
all these Attorney-General Olney had sifted 
the better features and had drawn the present 
bill. It had been carefully gone over by 
President Cleveland, who felt that it tended 
in the right direetion. If Congress approved 
it the measure would satisfy the government.

IRON MOUNTAIN MINERS PARADE 
‘AND DEMAND BELIEP. 


They Call on the Poor Commissioner and 
Ask Money or Focd=With a Red Flag, 


and the Stars and Stripes They Create a 


Sensation=The Anarchy Symbol Taken 
from Them=They Are Given Proyis- 
ions = Bloodhounds Track a Woman 
Bent on Suicide—Other Northwest News. 


Tron Mourrain, Mich,, April 27.—[Spe- 
cial,]—Five hundred men paraded the streets 
here this afternoon and demanded of the Poor 
Commissioner instant relief, In case this 
was refused the Poor Commissioner was given 
two hours in which to leave the town. In the 
procession was carried the Stars and Stripes 
and a red flag. There was no objection to the 
American banner, but the symbol of anarchy 
alarmed the citizens and the Sheriff took it 
away from the crowd. After protesting feebly 
against losing their flag, the crowd, which was 
composed of Italians, Swedes,. and Cornish- 
men, paraded about the city and then went to 
the Poor Commissioner to see whether he 
would give them relief or leave the place. 
For a time the Commissioner was undecided 
which step to take, but. after a consideration 
of the matter the crowd was pacified by an 
order for $2 worth of provisions on the stores 
to each man and all is quiet now. The situa- 
tion is critical, however, and trouble is feared 
unless relief of a more permanent character 
comes soon, | 

This city has probably suffered more se- 
verely than any other through the depression 
that * been brought upon the iron industry 
through the tariff agitation of the last year. 
It nas thrown 1,500 men out of employment, 
many of whom have been unable to get work 
elsewhere and have lived the last winter on 
charity. Early in December a relief com- 
mittee was appointed to solicit aid 
and distribute rovisions to the 
needy in this city a county, and through 
their efforts $20,000 worth of cash and pro- 


visions was secured and 3,000 persons sup- 


plied with necessaries for the past four 
months. About the first of this month this 
committee was compelled to close its relief 
store, through the cessation of contributions, 
and since then the condition of the poor has 
become daily more distressing, There ia still 
no prospect of employment here and poor 
prospects of these men bettering their condi- 
tion elsewhere, if they had the means to go 
away and look for work. 

Early this week reports began to be circu- 
lated that some families were actually starv- 
ing and a mass-meetmg of business-men was 
held Thursday afternoon to see what could be 
done. About 65 per cent of the taxes have 
this year been returned as delinquent, and 
consequently the city and county treasuries 
are practically bankrupt. The only available 
money for immediate use was found to be 
$500 in the hands of the Poor 
Commissioner. was decided at the 
meeting to appeal for further aid and a com- 
mittee has since been appointed to visit the 
Governor and see if some way cannot be de- 
vised to keep the people from starving. It 
was also decided to give employment to as 
many as possible at 75 cents a day until the 
$500 was exhausted. This the men refused, 
saying their families were starving, and they 
must have immediate relief.

Average length of session of all the schools, 7.4 
months. Highest monthly wages paid to any 
male teacher, $290; to any female teacher, $250;

wages paid male teachers, $60.90; average paid 
females, $47.07. 

In the 967 private schools reported there were 
enrolled 121,050 pupils—58,460 males and 62.

166 volumes. The total receipts of the school 
districts, including the balance left from 1892, 
were $18,981,256. The total cost of the schools 
for the year amounted to $14,442,288.

BRAZILIAN INSURGENTS RESCUED. 


Da Gama and 250 Men Safely Landed on 
Uruguayan Territory. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Bonnos Arnns, via Galveston, Tex., April 
27.—[Copyright, 1894, by James Gordon 
Bennett. — Admiral Saldanha da Gama and 
250 of his men were rescued from the Portu- 
guese transport Pedro Tercers enrly- this 
morning. While the Portuguese guards were 
asleep at 3 o'clock the launch Re- 
public, flying the Uruguayan flag, ran 
quietly alongside the Pedro Tercers. 
The Republic was under command of Capt. 
Manuel Quezada, a former aide to Balmaceda, 
and lately an inspector on Mello’s artillery 
staff. Tue launch had in tow a lighter, in 
which were twenty determined friends of Ad- 
miral da Gama, who had learned that he had 
been transferred to the transport despite his 
recent relapse from the wound in his neck. 
Before thé guards were awakened Da Gama’s 
friends had safely taken off the Admiral 
and the 250 men. The guards awoke only 
in time to prevent the transfer to the 
lighter of thirty of Da Gama’s men who 
were wounded or ill. Capt. Quezada steamed 
toward the ghore, his intention being to dis- 
embark Dé Gama and his men on the Uru- 
guayan coast, He was discovered, however, 
by the Uruguayan gunboat Gen. Artigas, 
which fired upon and detained the launch and 
lighter. Capt. Quezada and his crew and Da 
Gama and all of his men were arrested 
by the Uruguayan authorities on the 
charge of violating the 
rules, The Portuguese Consul. at the 
time of the rescue was visiting the warships 
Mindello and Albuquerque, talking with their 
commander, and suspected nothing of what 
was happetiing until he heard the shots from 
the Gen. Aftigas. The Consul hurriedly sent 
to learn the facts, but it was then too late for 
him to interfere, as the refugees had received 
the protection of the Uruguayan flag. Only 
thirty Brazilians reclaimed by the Argentine 
Government from the warship Albuquerque 
remain on the Mindello. Da Gama’s party 
will be kept in quarantine two days, and 
Capt. Quezada and the owners of the launch 
Republic will be fined for disobeying quaran- 
tine regulations. The restue of Admiral da 
Gama was planned by Demetrio Ribiero, an 
ex-Minister of Fonseca’s Cabinet and Chair- 
man of the rebel Junta here, and Anibal 
Macao, ex-Representative for Pernambuco, 
in codperation with Sefiors Benchimal and 
Machado, wealthy Portuguese of River Plate. 


SCORES KILLED BY EARTHQUAKES. 


Additional Violent Shocks in Greece, Caus- 
ing Great Loss of Life. 

Aruuns, April 27.—Tonight, during the 
Friday Epitaphion procession in the cathedral 
here, a violent earthquake shock occurred. 
The cathedtal was crowded with devotees who

REGIMENT CAN ASSEMBLE QUICKLY. 


Col. Turner Tells Hew He Gots His Men 
Ready for Orders. 

Six hundred men of the First Regiment, I. 
N. G., were ready to leave Chicago yesterday 
morning equipped and armed and with a day’s 
subsistence to leave for Toluca within an 
hour of the receipt of an order from Acting 
Gov. Gill. Brig.-Gen. Henry A. Wheeler, 
commanding the brigade, andCol. Henry L. 
Turner of the First Regiment, were notified 
by Tae Txreunz at 10:30 p. m. of the call 
that had been made on the Governor for 
troops and the probability of Chicago being 
asked to furnish the required companies. 
Though no official order had been sent to 
these officers they concluded to be in readi- 
ness, Col. Turuer said yesterday: 

“IT calied Gen. Wheeler by telephone and 
gave him the information I had received from 
Tan Trtbune, and he thought it would be 
well to, have my regiment in shape for instant 
call, and I set about notifying officers and 
men in pursuance of the plan which had 

reviously been arranged; Lieut.-Col. George 
V. Lauma, second in command of the First 
Regiment, lives near me and I sent a servant 
to his house to summon him to aid in the 
work. Hecameat once and remained until 
every man had beed notified. First all staff 
officers were notified by telephone or mes- 
senger except Maj. J. B. Sanborn, whose 
home is in Winnetka, I telegraphed him 
to be in readiness for instant duty. 
The possibility of a sudden call had been 
discussed frequently in meetings of the of- 
ficers of the regiment, and a complete system 
had been arranged for such an emergency. 
I have the address of every officer in the regi- 
ment, both business and home address, with 
the telephone number where the officer has 
one, or the easiest wayin which he may be 
reached by telephone, telegraph, or messen- 
ger. At 2 o'clock this morning I had reports 
from every company officer, showing that 
from 95 to 97 per cut of the total enroll- 
ment could beat thearmory in marching order 
at an hour’s notice. The officers kept in con- 
stant communication with me all night. 
At the temporary armory, No. 1243 Wabash 
avenue, preparations were completed for the 

tting away. The First Regiment has a 

atling gun which will fire 1,200 shots a 
minute, and a Gatiing section of sixteen men. 
This gun was got ready for loading on a car. 
At 7:30 o’clock I received definite orders 
from Brig.-Gen. Wheeler to hold the regiment 
in readiness to move at a moment's notice, 
and that a special train was wuiting at the 
Santa Fé depot to convey us to Toluca. 
Every man was kept in expectation of going 
until 10 o’clock.”’ 

Quartermaster Bell feceived his notice, 
along with the other Captains, at 4 a. m. that 
the regiment might be called’ upon to move. 
His first thought was to provide breakfast for 
the boys aud he soon decided that it would 
consist of ham sandwiches and coffee. By 7 
a. m. be had made his contract for the bread 
and coffee und catering work and with a 
neighboring butcher for the cooked hams. If 
the iment did not move the material was 
all to be received back again.

The liabilities 
are placed at $1,500,000 ; the assets are 
$900,000 in merchandise at cost, $500,000 
in good attounts, $120,000 in cash, and: 
enough in other accounts to bring the surplus 
up to $400,000, 
The firm obtained an extension from its 

creditors six months ago, but it is reported 
that it was unable to meet Maturing obliga- 
tions. It was stated at the office of Mr. Myers 
that the depression in businesss last summer 
was the cause of the trouble in which the firm 
is now involved. It had a large amount of 
outstanding claims and was unable to meet 
them. These claims aggregated over 8500,

Flower Signs the Bill Providing

Flower yester- 
day a colony for epileptics well be established 
in this State on 1,800 acres of land near Mount 
Morris, Livingston County. The buildings to 
be erected will accommodate about 300 
patients, and. these unfortunates will 
have plenty of outdoor life.

TOSS THE COINS YOURSELF, 


What Are the Chances of Three Pennies 
Falling All Heads or All Tails, 

Supposing a mau to toss three pennies in 
the air, what are the chances of com- 
ing down all heads or tails? That is a 
question discussed in a recent number 
of Nature by Francis Galton of the 
Royal Society. He upsets a popular de- 
lusion regarding the laws of chance. It is 
obvious that at least two of the coins thrown 
in the air must turn up alike, for when the 
coins are on the ground there must always 
be either two heads or tails showing. e 
question then is as to the chance of the third 
cola turning up a head or a tail. It is, of 
course, an even chance whether a third coin 
turns one side or the other.

Of these eight s one is all heads and an- 
other all tails. hile it is an even chance 
whether a third coin is heads or ‘ails, it is not 
an even chance that the third com will turn 
the same as the other two. 

In order to test the matter Mr. Galton 
tossed three coins eight times. Only 
twice did they come up all alike, while 
the third coin was equally divided be- 
tween heads and tails. Mr. Galton then 
made 120 throws of dice, with three dice 
in each throw, the numbers count- 
ing as heads and the even numbers as 
tails. The 120 throws were divided into 
three groups of forty in each, and gave the 
result of all alike, 8,12, 8, total, 28; as 
against not all alike, 92, 28, 32, total, 92. 
This seemed to settie the matter, and indicat- 
ed that the most probable expectation in the 
case of the dice was 30 to 90.

TO CLOSE MISSISSIPPI VALLEY COMPANY. 


Auditor Gore Reports to Attorney-General 
Moloney That the Concern Should Stop. 
Auditor Gore yesterday notified Attorney. 

General Moloney that tne Mississippi Valley 

Homestead and Loan company had failed to 

comply with requirements made by him in re- 

spect to changing its methods of business and 
restoring its impaired assets. The letter was 

a formal notice to the Attorney-General to 

institute proceedings for the dissolution of the 

company. . 

In February last complaints against the 
Mississippi Valley company were made to the 
State officials dt Springfield. Auditor Gore 
sent an examiner, who overhauled the books 
of thecompany. After a thorough examina- 
tion he reported that the conbern was in an 
unsound condition, with liabilities exceeding 


its assets by - $20,474. Attorney-General . 


Moloney’s attention was calied to the exam- 
iner’s report at the time. It is stated that 
immediate proceedings against the company 
were canvassed then. Its representatives, 
however, saw the Auditor and pleaded strong- 
ly for an opportunity to correct the faults 
found, 

The Auditor finally gave the statutory no- 
tice of sixty days wo the company in which to 
restore the assets ahd correct. its unsafe and 
illegal methods of doing business. The Sixty 
days have expired and the terms of the notice 
have been complied with. 

In his letter to the Attorney-General Audi- 
tor Gore says that the company had some 
$72,000 of good assets, and, as the excess of 
liabilities was but $20,000, it was believed 
that if the expenses of management were re- 
duced the company might proceed with its 
business. The President of the company, 
who favored an economical management, 
was compelled to resign, and circulars were 
mailed to stockholders calculated to deceive 
them as to the condition of the company, the 
report says. 

The Attorney-General has gone to Ottawa, 
to return Monday. The notice from Auditor 
Gore will not be a surprise to any one about 
his office. It is stated that it has been well 
understood that the Mississippi Valley com- 
pany was numbered among the building and 
loan societies which the Attorney-General 
proposed to assault through the courts for 
irregularities.

Owing to the extremely yigorous methods 
of the Health Department in fumigating the 
home of Mrs. A. Hyman, No, 3631 Forest 
avenue, to rid it of smallpox germs, the place 
is now uninhabitable and it will take $4,000 
to repair the damage. The house was thor- 
oughly fumigated, however, though had it 
not been for the activity of the Fire Depart- 
went the house would have been reduced to 
ashes.

portment had the matter of fumigating the 


house in charge. 

Gus Hyman, the 26-year-old son of Mrs. 
was pronounced cured yesterday 
after three weeks’ illness of the smallpox. 
The house has been quarantined during that 
time, and that the Health Department might 
fumigate it he went out for a drive in Jack- 
son Park and was told not to return until 
evening. f 

Fumigator Reilly took possession and after 
the usual manner placed’é pan ot alcohol and 
sulphur in a tub of water and set it afire. 


The interior. doors of the house were thrown ¢ 


open to let the fumes of the sulphur perme- 
ate through all the rooms. As soon 
as the sulphur and alcohol were ignited 
Reilly went away. About 4:30 o'clock p. m. 
the house was discovered to be on fire, and 
before it could be put out the down-stairs 
part was ruined by the flames and the upper 
rooms by smoke and water. It isnot known 
just how the fire was started, but it is believed 
by the firemen that the oe of sulphur was 
placed too close to the walls. 

During: his illness young Hyman, who is a 
deaf mute, was nursed by his blind sister. 
Miss Hyman lost her eyesight from smallpox 
about twenty-five years ago. At the Health 
Department it was said that Reilly was the 
most experienced and best fumigator in the 
service, and that they do not believe it was 
through his carelessness the house caught fire. 


BURSTING FLYWHEEL CAUSES A FIKE, 


A Malt House Is Damaged $1,200 by Fiy- 
ing Missiles and Fiames.

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MAYOR HAS A PROPOSITION FOR ME. 
YERKES TO OONSIDER TODAY. 


Instead of Asking for Street Lights in Re- 


turn for Trolley Ordinances He Would 


Like the City to Furnish Mtumination 
on a Money Payment—Evansten Ave- 
nue Property-Owners Make Their Cus- 
tomary Emphatic Objection to Over- 
head Wites on Their street. 

Mayor Hopkins probably will confer today 
with Mr. Yerkes and Attorney Jamieson of 
the North and West Side Street railway com- 
panies in reference to proposed amendments 
to the troliey ordinances. The Mayor will 


propose that the company pay the city an- 


nually from $25,000. to $40,000 for main- 
taining electric lights, the amount varying ac- 
cording to the number of lines included in 
the ordinance. He will also insist that in the 
event of track elevation the North and West 
Side companies shall contribute their fair 
share of the expense. It is quite likely also 
that the North State street and the Evans- 
fon avenue lines will be excluded 
from the provisions of the ordinance. 
The Mayor yesterday asked the electrical de- 
partment to prepare a map showing the loca- 
tion of all electric lights on the North and 
West Sides within the limit of one mile from 
the Court-House together with the informa- 
tion showing what it would cost the city to re- 
move those lights to other territory in case 
the North and West Chicago Street railway 
companies’ agreement to light the streets 
within the mile limit were accepted. The 
Mayor desires this as a basis of the new prop- 
osition to be made to the companies, A dele- 
gation of Evanston avenue property-owners, 
between Graceland avenue and North Clark 
street, called on Mayor Hopkins yesterday 
morning to protest against the trolley 
ordinance in its present form. 
They declared they would not allow the trol- 
ley on their street. They reviewed the recent 
struggle in which they engaged to keep the 
North Shore Electric railway company from 
coming below Graceland avenue, and pro- 
duced the petition made up at that time and 
signed by nearly nine-tenths of the property- 
owners, objecting to the trolley system.

~two carried the money of the big bettors, as 
‘indicated by the fact that Buckrene, though 
next in demand, was at as long a price at the 
close of tife betting as 8 to 1. At the end 
the se three were the only ones. in it, or, more 
correctly speaking, Buckrené and Lazzarone 
were the only two in it, and Seoggan’s colt se- 
cured the verdict and the $3,800 which the 
race was worth to the winnel by a small mar- 
gin after the tiercest kind of a drive the last 
eighth, 

Lazzaroné Should Have Won. 

The result of the race was most unsatisfac- 
tory from a sporting point of view, as it, was 
evident te all who watched it carefully and 
critically that the horse that finished second 
was many pounds the best animal in the race. 
On the first turn Buckrene palpably fouled 
Leigh’s colt as he was gomg through next the 
rail by carrying him almost against the fence, 
obliging Martin to pull him clear out of the 
race. It was not until just before turning

| within striking distance of the leader. The

What need is there to now review the migh 
work and triumph of this silent soldier of the 
West, to ‘pains again the glorious pictures of his 
valor and the courage of his men! In those dark 
days there was one gleam of constant light and 
that was flashed from the sword of Grant. At 
times when the Nortbern heart, always true to 
the country, was. wea with waiting and the 
atmosphere was murky with discovfagement 
there would come the mighty reverberations of 
Grant's artillery arousing the nation.

‘Southern disturbances of 1871, when he pro- 
claimed that he would not hesitate to exhaust 
the power ves ip the Executive, when- 
ever and wherever it shall become neces- 
sory to do so, for the Bi certes of secur- 
ing to all citizens of the United States the 
peaceful enjoyment of the rights * to 
them by the law; in the making of the treaty of 
Wash ton, followed by the neva Commis- 
sion and the establishing on a firm foundatior f 
the principle and practice of international arbi- 
tration—in these characteristics and events the 
statesmanship of Grant, shown during two ad- 
ministrations which were signklized by unusual 
emergencies, stands distinguished and worthy as 
a supplement to his military genius and his vio 
tories in war. 

The fame of his 8 had extended 
throughout all the nations. The people of every 
land knew of Grant; and when he left the burdens 
of official station the great. world invited him to 
find rest in its welcome, and he took his memor- 
able journey. In natural modesty, speaking not 
of himself and making no reference to his own 
glorious career—thus illustrating that highest 
characteristic of the great, the worthy bearing of 
prosperity--Grant received honors from this 
world such as have come to no other man, and 
yet maintained the simplicity, the quiet dignity, 
the democratic love of men, the character of the 
typical American, undistarbed by praises and 
unchanged in his real manh Where, O!

STRIKES HURT TRADE 


LABOR DISTURBANCES RETARD BUSI- 
NESS IN ALL OIROLES. 


Dun & Co.’s Weekly Review Says It Is Idle 
at This Time to Look for Much Im- 
provement in Business=Every Week of 


Idleness Must Appreciably Lessen the 


Purchasing Power-“ Bradstreet” Says 
There Is a Less Favorable showing 
Bank Clearings in Principal Cities. 


Nzw Tonk, April 27.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade, issued today, says: 

“When accounts of great strikes and lu bor 
disturbances crowd all newspapers it is idle 
to look for much improvement in business. 
That every week of idlenéss for so many men 
must appreciably lessen the aggregate power 
to purchase products of labor is evident. But 
in spite of all, some improvement still ap- 
pears. 

Several large auction sales of textile goods 
have disturbed markets and brought remark- 
ably low prices, for flannels and blankets 
about 25 per cent below the previous quota- 
tions, and 15 per cent below the previous 
sales. Sales of wool at the three chief mar- 
kets were 5,841,658 pounds, against 8,893, 
400 last year, and prices of some scarce kinds 
have advanceda cent, but new wool’ is be- 
ing taken at the lowest figures yet re- 
ported, Continual reports of changes 

the tariff bill add to diffi. 
culties of producers and dealers. Speculative 
markets are practicing the philédsophy of Mr. 
Micawber and are naturally lower. Western 
receipts of wheat have been only 1,186,479 
bushels, against 2,717,387 for the same week 
last year, and Atlantic exports 941,958 bush- 
els, against 1,243,535 last year, but the price 
has dropped 1 cent. Cornis inactive and a 
shade higher. Pork, lard, and coffee a shade 
lower. With continued business depression 
and new crops drawing near even the unlim- 
ited supplies of idle money do not kindle 
speculative hopes. 

The increase in liabilities of firms failing 
still continues, and the aggregate reported for 
the third week in April was only $2,792,462, 
and for three weeks of April $6,988,588, of 
which $2,110,194 were manufacturing and 
$3,841,095 of trading concerns. The fail- 
ures have been very equally divided as to sec- 
tions, the East having the larger number, 
with liabilities of $2,277,000, the South $2,- 
572,000 and the West $2,138,000. The 
failures this week have been 180 in the United 
States, against 216 last year, for the first time 
in many months showing an decrease, and in 
Canada twenty-six, against twenty-two last 
year. The list includes none of greet im- 
portance.”’

GAS TRUST ATTORNEYS ARE GIVEN TIME. 


Continuance Until Monday in the Hearing 
of the Rule Granted, 

The first formal hearing in the quo war- 
ranto proceeding against the Chicago Gas- 
light and Coke company, fixed by Judge Win- 
des for yesterday morning, was a brief affair 
and resulted in continuance until Monday. 
At that time representatives of the trust will 
appear in court in pursuance of a rule made 
upon them by the court to show cause why 
the Attorney-General should not file his infor- 
mation. Promptly at 10 o’clock the Attorney- 
General appeared in Judge Windes' court 
ready to proceed with¢he case in accordance 
with his motion before Judge Windes Wednes- 
day. Ex-Attorney-General Hunt and Attor- 
ney Meagher, representing the defendants, 
objected to the filing of the information. Mr. 
Hunt claimed he had not seen the petition 
filed by the Attorney-General, Mr. Moloney 
said he had taken the petition from the files 
and sent it to Springfield to be copied and it 
had not been returned. Mr. Meagher asked 
that the defendants be allowed ten days’ 
time to consider the question of opposing the 
filmg of the information by the State. To 
this Mr. Moloney objected. Judge Windes 
told the Attorney-General that, inasmuch as 
the petition was absent from the files, the 
court had nothing legally to act upon, and the 
rule on the defendants was therefore extended 
until Monday at.10 o'clock. 

Attorney-General! Moloney left for Ottawa 
yesterday without having filed his bili in the 
suit affecting the Lake Shore drive. He will 
not return to the city until Monday. During 
the morning an attorney called on Mr. Molo- 
ney and requested permission to introduce 
evidence concerning claims to rights in the 
lands affected by the suit, made by persons 
who have not hitherto appeared in the mat- 
ter.

the first day-and-pight free dispensary in Chi: 


cago. The location is the most central of 


any free dispensary in the city, and it sup- 


plies a vast number of the poorest people. It 
furnishes medicines and advice to fifty peo- 
ple, and surgical attendance to ten more; 
daily, on an average. It has the reputation 
of being a real charity, and of not contribut- 
ing to the pauperization of people who can 
weil afford to employ a physician and patron- 
ize a drugstore. 

The idea of opening the dispensary day and 
night, instead of closing at 5 p. m., has met 
with universal favor among those who contrib- 
ute to the support of the mission, and among 
those who have made special contributions 
for this purpose are H. C. Chattield-Taylor, 
Charles Truax, Hibbard, Bartlett & Spencer, 
M. W. Kimball, Sprague, Warner & Co., 
Morrisson, Plummer & Co., Fuller & Fuller, 
Phelps, Dodge & Palmer, Scoville Manu- 
facturing company, and A. C. McClurg & Co. 

The dispensary is only one of the practical 
charities carried on in connection with the 
mission. It has also a free bathing establish- 
ment with a department for men and another 
for women and children. It has also a free 
laundry for poor men who have to wash their 
own clothes and who have no clothes but 
those they wear. 

The mission was established by Mr. Kirk- 
land in 1883, and was called until his death 
the Adelphi Mission. After his death it 
passed into the hands of a non-sectarian com- 
mittee. The spiritual head of the work is the 
Rev. Dr. M. E, Hulbert. The dispensary is 
presided over by Dr. Stephen W. Cox, assisted 
bY Dr. Delos Hunt and Dr. Anna M. Hand- 
shaw.

REVOLUTIONISTS IN ANAMOSA PRISON 


Garza’s Followers Held There on Various 
Charges May Be Taken Back. 

Anamosa, Ia.; April 27.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.|—Clemente Guiterrez, a mem. 
ber of the famous Garza gang of revolution- 
ists, completed his one-year term in the 
Anamosa penitentiary today, and was re- 
leased. When he arrived at the prison he was 
26 years old, and stood 6 feet 4 inches in 
height. He was a Captain in Garza’s army. 
He left at once for Laredo, Tex. There are 
eight others of the Garza gang serving time 
in the Anamosa prison. These convicts are 
probably among the most noted and danger- 
ous class of desperadoes, Garza and his army 
of revolutionista, of which these were mem- 
bers, is said to have cost the Government of 
the United States and Mexieo each not less 
than $1,000,000, for they have been com- 
pelled to keep military forces on the frontiers. 
These convicts are the leading officers and 
Generals in Garza’s army. The only offenge 
for which they could be tried by the United 
States Government was a violation of the 
neutrality laws, which forbids the leading of 
unlawful military forces from one country.to 
the other, and on this charge they were sen- 
tenced to the full extent of the law. 

A portion of the subordinates in the gang 
also captured with the nine, are serving jail 
sentences. The following are the names of 
those in the pen: 

Esteven Benivedez, fifteen months. 

Avcan Margo, fifteen months. 

Tedora Lopez, fifteen months, 

Juan Jose Cardenas, eighteen months. He 
was engaged in smuggling horses across the 
Rio Grande from Mexico to the United States 
= escape paying the tariff of $10 a head on 
them. 

Pueblo Garnez, two years four months. 

Prudencio Gonzelass, two years nine months. 
He is 62 years old and has seen it all. He is 
ecarred and cut and has been a desperate char- 
acter all his life. 


Francisco Benivedez, two years nine months. 


Maximo Martinez. three years. 

Martinez was 4 General under Garza and is 
the toughest character in the gang. He has 
two bullet wounds about the size of a half 
dollar in his breast and a bullet hole 
through his left shoulder. These wounds 
are old ones and are relics of a 
few of the many battles he has been in. 
The United States Marshal says he is credited 
with having killed twenty-seven people ina 
massacre in which this gang wae engaged. 
He is unable to speak ord of English, but 
is a Knight Templat. The United Stateg 
Marshal says the Mexican Government will 
make application to the United States author- 


ities for extradition papers, and at the end of 


their present sentence these men will be taken 
back to Mexico, tried, and shot for thigh 
treason in trying to depose President Diaz.

This is stipulated for by under lessees to 
prevent their becoming bound to the performance 
of the tenant’s covenants contained in the origi- 
nal lease, and it was formerly necessary to the 
recovery of the reserved rent by distress that a 
reversionary interest should remain in the per- 
son to whom the rent was payable. Reversions 
of three days or of a single day are for these rea- 
sons commonly reserved on the grant of deriva. 
tive terms; but out of terms of 100 or 1.000 
years the last year was and commonly is re. 
tained. 

Careless and ignorant practitioners followed 
these forms of demise in cases where the reason 
for them did not exist, until terms of 99 and 
999 years grew into a custom, confirmed by that 
ready adoption which anything mystic in connec- 
tion with law is sure to receive from many mem- 
bers of the profession itself and from almost 
every body out of it.

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AMERICANS WHO HAVE MADE WARM 
FRIENDS IN ENGIAND. 


Kate Douglas Wiggin and Mrs. Gouraud 


Have Become Prominent Members of 
Society on the Other Side- Mrs. Wig- 
gin’s Books Have Won Her Distinction 
urs. Gourand Lives with Her Hus- 
band in a Charming Place Which They 
Have Christened Little Menlo.“ 


Two American women who have become 
well-known members of London society are 
Kate Douglas Wiggin and Mrs. Gouraud. 

Mrs. Wiggin, who, when she is in New York, 
lives at the Hotel Albert, has spent a good deal 
of time in England during the last few years. 
She is tall and distinguished-looking, as full of 
grace as the hoblest of the Vere de Vere type 
of English women, and is always beautifully 
gowned. She has. seen a good many sides 
of life. Her ancestors were New-Englanders 
who rose to high distinction in church and 
politics. She herself was born in Philadel- 
phia, educated in New England, transplanted 
to California, and thence back to New York 
after the death of her stepfather. 

While she was in California she studied 
kindergarten methods, and it was through her 
influence that the first free kindergarten west 
of the Rocky Moantains was founded. She 
taught in a college for a year and then mar- 
ried a young lawyer, Samuel Bradley Wiggin. 
Her first story was a serial which was pub- 
lished in St. Nicholas in 1878, for which 
she received 63150 She did not attempt au- 
thorship again until ten years later, after she 
and her husband came to New York. Then 
she wrote The Story of Patsy and The 
Bird's Christmas Carol.“ One hundred thou- 
sand copies of the latter book have been sold. 
Mrs. Wiggin is now a widow, and, though she 
has no children of her own, has two nieces of 
whom she is very fond. 

Where the Gourauds Live. 

Col. Gouraud is Edison’s partner and friend, 
and accordingly the Gourauds have called 
their home at Sydenham Little Menlo as 
a reminder of Menlo Park,“ the home of 
the wizard in America. It is a quaint, ram- 
bling house of brick and terra cotta, with 
large grounds containing tennis court and a 
riding ring, in which the Colonel takes a 
canter every morning before breakfast. Col. 
and Mrs. Gouraud were their own architects, 
and the house is as unique as it is interes ting. 
One apartment is particularly so. for it is a 
combination of a ballroom, theater. music- 
room, studio, reading-room, salle d’armes, 
and hall of science, 

This apartment has.a lofty vaulted roof, 
curiously decorated with riéws of shield- 
shaped pieces of oak. These shields were 
painted by Mrs. Gouraud, each design being 
ah exact copy of the badge of some company 
organized during the civil war. At one end 
of the room is a long gallery of antique oak, 
which once formed part of the chance! of an 
old church in Somersetshire. Col. and Mrs. 
Gouraud discovered it in a fish shop one day, 
and were first attracted to it by a label 
which informed all would-be purchasers 
that this remnant of a certain an- 
cient house of worship was not to be 
used for secular purposes. However, 
afew extra shekels and “ cash down ”’ in- 
duced the fishmonger to part with his entire 
ecclesiastical stock, including some pewheads 
of the same period. These relics are now

made into a balcony across one end of the 
room, in imitation of the Elizabethan 
strel galleries. 

Mrs. Gouraud has taken advantage of the 
light which streams in at the great window in 
the vaulted roof to set up her easel in the min- 
strel’s gallery. She is not only an artist, but 
an accomplished musician and au amateur 
actress. During a part of each year she has 
her own company and visits all the charitable 
institutions in the neighborhood, playing in 
hospitals, workhouses, and lunatie asylums. 

At one side of the salle d’armes is a great 
fireplace, where the poker is a dragoon's 
sword, the shovel is united to a handle formed 
of a steel scabbard, and the peaceful hearth 
brush is wedded to a Toledo blade. Over the 
fireplace is a cheerful collection of pistols, 
bugles, and daggers, flanked by the Colonel’s 
war-stained accoutrements and topped off 
with the earsiof the horse he rode at the battle 
of Ball’s Bluff. 

The apartment justifies its claim to being 
called a music room bythe presence of two 
grand pianos, a large reed organ, and numer- 
ous guitars, banjos, and mandolins. As for 
science, in one corner of the room hangs the 
first telephone used in Engiand; ona table 
stands the first phonograph taken to that 
country, andin a nook specially devoted to 
Col. Gouraud is always a heterogeneous 
mass of electrical apparatus. Mrs. Gouraud 
had the privilege of taking part, fifteen years 
ago, in the very first conversation ever held in 
England across the wires of a telephone. 
Mrs. Gouraud has two grown sons, a daughter 
of 17, and two younger boys. 

During this season the Gourauds have occu- 
pied in London a flat in Whitehail court, and 
have given a series of afternoon entertain- 
ments which have attracted general attention. 
The name for these companies was invented 
by the Colonel, who called them Vintage 
Kettledrums,’’ to distinguish them from Sir 
Henry Thompson's Octave Dinners.“ Only 
twenty were supposed to be asked for an 
afternoon, and as this number included the 
most distinguished literary, scientific, and 
artistic people of London an invitation was 
regarded as a thing highly to be desired.

This was in 1878, and four years I con- 
tinued in this educational work with grati- 
fying success, and at the end of that time was 
called to Aleppo in Mes Ma, where the 
same class of work claimed my attention. In 
that place I established a school for girls un- 
der the auspices of the same society, and the 
success here achieved was pleasant in the ex- 
treme, for the numerical strength of the school 
was 320 scholars.“ 

From Aleppo Mrs, Gottheil went to Alexan- 
dria, Egypt, and spent some months, her object 
being to further the views of the Alliance

Francaise, a society formed for the purpose 
of making the French tongue the universal 
language—a language that would be under- 
stood by all peoples on the globe. 

Small need had Mre. Gottheil. however, so 
far as personal qualification goes, at that 
time for wishing to confine the language of 
civilized nations to One tongue, for even so 
far back as 1888 she spoke five languages 
with fluency, and,with this equipment was in 
little danger of not having her needs and 
necessities attended to. Since that time she 
has learned English, and though a slight ac- 
cent is noticeable her speech in the language 
of the country is pure and betrays clearly a 
mastery of our peculiar forms and idioms. 

About ten years ago Mrs. Gottheil went to 
Paris, and there she at once became identi- 
fied with many of the literary societies of the 
French capital, Always fond of literature, 
the opportunities there offered were eagerly 
embraced, and the time sped onward pleas- 
antly until the great Exvosition Universelle 
roused France from its usual mode of life and 
brought a host of visitors. 

Mrs. Gottheil’s home here is most tastefully 
furnished and harbors a large library of 
choice works. It is just the ideal home for 
recreative study that a man and wife with lit- 
erary tastes would, if possible, make for 
themselves. 


HERE IS ANOTHER WOMAN ASTRONOMER 


Miss Rose O’Halloran Is Doing Important 
Work on the Pacific Coast, 

The only, woman astronomer of any impor- 
tance on fhe Pacific coast is Miss Rose O’Hal- 
loran. She is also the only woman member 
of the Astronomical Society of the Pacific, 
having been nominated to the honor by Prof. 
Holden. The San Francisco Chronicle gives 
a sketch of her life. From her earliest child- 
hood she was attracted by astronomy, and it 
was the one study that was always a pleasure 
and never a task. In appearance Miss O’ Hal- 
loran is interesting. She is very small, with 
a well-shaped head firmly set on small shoul- 
ders and held up with that indescribable air 
that denotes character. Her eyes are gray, 
with circles about them that tell of watching 
at night, but they are very pleasant, cheerful 
eyes for all that. She dresses with the utmost 
simplieity. 

Miss O' Halloran was born in Carrick-on- 
Suir, Tipperary, Ireland. Her father was well 
to do, and his daughter received a good educa- 
tion. After his death the family wealth rapid- 
ly disappeared, and the carefully raised 
daughter had to think about earn.ng a living. 
Miss O’Halloran came to America and began 
teaching, and she naturally chose astronomy, 
her favorite subject, as her specialty. She 
managed to keep up her independent observa- 
tions in spite of the difficulty of teaching all 
day and star gazing all night. Her chief diffi- 
culty was the lack of a fitting instrument for 
her work. She was at last enabled to obtain 
her heart’s desire. Prof: George Davidsoa 
became interested in her struggles, and it was 
by the help of his wife and himself she finally 
owned a four-and-one-eighth-inch Brashear 
refractor, 

The room where Miss O’Halloran and the 
elescope do their work is an observatory and 
class-rooin combined, for she still finds it 
necessary to teach. In place of pictures the 
observatory is hung with maps and charts of 
the heavens. Just now she is looking for vari- 
able stars. On every clear night she scans 
the heavens in the region of Scorpion. Each 
night she draws a map on which the positions 
and magnitude of the stars are indicated. In 
1894 she will have completed her third set 
of maps. From these she will determine 
what stars she supposes to be variable 
in Scorpion. Jan. 19, 1893, she observed 
and sketched a rapidly developing 
group of ots near the sun’s west- 
ern limb. The return of the group on the 
eastern limb was first seen Feb. 4. This 
group was identified with the great February 
sun-spot group, so that Miss O' Halloran was 
one of the very earliest observers, and pos- 
sibly the earliest, which shows what can be 
accoin plished by industry even with nothing 
better than a four-inch telescope. During 

ears of struggle and study she has added to 
aus income by writing astronomical articles 
for the Scientific American and other maga- 
zines, 

At present Miss O Halloran is collecting 
materiai fora book. She expects itto take 
years, but some day all the maps and dia- 
grams she is drawing will be collected and 
published.

WORKED IN SPANGLES 


OLD-FASHIONED METHODS OF EM- 
BROIDERY REVIVED IN PARIS. 


Quaint Effects Obtained by , Judicious 
Use of Small Bits of Metal, Gold 
Thread, and Delicate Colors-«French 


Bonbon Boxes and the Way to Make 


Them Pretty Designs for a Clock-Case 
and a Candle Screen—An Englishwom- 
an Telis All About the New Fad. 


Undoubtedly most of the readers of this 
page have at some time or other seen and ad- 
mired beautifully painted and daintily be- 
spangled fans. These fans undoubtedly won 
for themselves a very extended popularity 
during a certain portion of the eighteenth 
century, but comparatively few English peo- 
ple are, however, aware that the 
diminutive spangles ,which lend such a 
charm to them were used in France for 
the decoration of a variety of other purposes, 
such as bonbonniéres, letter cases, hand 
screens, waistcoats, and robes for the models 
of the Madonna set up in churches. At times, 
writes Mrs. Conyers Morrell in the Lady's 
Pictorial, the spangles were used in conjunc- 
tion with tiny pierced jewels, at others 
chenille and silk embroidery were mingled 
with them, while in frequent instances the 
entire decoration of an article was confined 
to the spangles alone, with a modicum, it 
may be, of gold thread and gold twist. Of 
the former combination an interesting ex- 
ample has lately come into my possession, 
being nothing less than a portion of an ex- 
quisitely beautiful waistcoat worn by Lord 
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Nelson. In this case the original white satin 
surface is powdered with tiny plumes and 
circles worked in softly tinted rose and green 
silk, and the borders of the fronts and pockets 
of the garment are formed of diminutive 
epaulettes simulated in fine gold bullion, sus- 
pended from and inclosed bv a delicate lattice 
work pattern worked in chenille, very small 
diamonds, and diminutive gold and ruby- 
tinted spangles. 

In Paris considerable attention has been 
devoted quite recently to the revival of this 
very fine spangle embroidery, and the most 
exclusive of the novelty dealers endeavor 
to excel themselves in the fabrication of mdst 
elegant little objects. To describe one of the 
Parisian bonbon boxes first. These are made 
of tin, enameled and decorated with a pattern 


of gold, and the top of the lid is 
generally ornamented with an old- 
colored engraving framed in satin, the 


junction of paper and fabric being con- 
cealed beneath a closely-set row of tiny gold 
spangles. Around the engraving and on the 
satin will be worked probably a bow of ribbon 
with flowing ends laid in very fine gold thread

edged with twist and caught up by and fallin 
from the bow will be sprays of flowers an 
foliage, composed entirely of variqus- colored 
spangles of most minute proportions. Small 
boxes of this description with the tops covered 
with glass fetch large prices in Paris, small 
ones cost as much as 40 francs, while others 
of larger dimensions and more | elaborate 
workmanship run up to between 100. and 
200 francs apiece, — 

These boxes may be made without the spe- 
cial glass top lids. Any ordinary circular tin 
box may be Aspinalled and carefully gilded, 
and the spangled top may, when completed, 
be tightly strained over card, and have an 
outer edging of seed pearls worked onto it, 
after which it must be very firmly glued in 
position pn the lid. I have not made the ex- 
periment, b am inclined to think that the 
glass face ofa Small clock might be turned 


to good account if the edges f the work and 
the glass were firat fagtened together by paper 


or linen securely~gived on, and after- 
wards covered by gold galon or 
gold lace. In any case _  gliass-covered 


bijouterie boxes, similar to these, of square 
or oblong form, bound with mbbon and 
caught tegether by fine stitching, might read- 
ily be rendered more ornamental by laying 
spangle embroidery below the surface; and 
the same suggestion may be offered for the 
protection of photographs or calendar frames, 
if it is desired to make constant use of them 
in‘rooms where delicate objects of this de- 
scription are likely to unduly suffer from a 
smoky, foggy, or gas-laden atmosphere, 

As another little object to which the 
spangles may be applied may be mentioned 
small hand-screens. Such a dainty little ob. 
ject may be used ama set-off to some favored 
photograph, but more correctly the center 
should be filled with one of the graceful 
dames portrayed on the fashion-plates of the 
Louis Seize or empire periods, the long slen- 
der garments and the delicate coloring of 
these prints being in such thorough har- 
mony with the old-fashioned’ needle. 
work surrounding them. Boucher or 
Watteau engravings may also be used for this 
purpose, as wellas the beautiful copperplate 
portraits of the members of the royal family 
and of celebrities of the early years of this 
century, which were printed in Ackerman’s 
Repository and the Belle Assemlilee. The 
screen when completed may be made up on a 
wire or cardboard frame, and after lining the 
edges may be finished off with pearls, gold 
lace, or cord. 

The lantern is a pretty idea for a workbox. 

In the original model the foundation was of 
wood, covered with old Genoa velvet trimmed 
with galon, and it was made of a size propor- 
tionate to holding three cabinet photos in- 
serted by means of a door formed in the lan- 
tern. If to be applied for a work or cigar 
box the inside must be neatly and appropri- 
ately lined. 
A lantern box might be arranged ty fram. 
ing three oid fashion plates or oval medallion 
portraits with gold spangles and working the 
bouquets between them in very pale shades 
of green silk with little groups of tiny pink 
rosette spangles. 

The clock case, which is a suggestion of my 
own, for rendering ornamental one of the 
clocks now obtainable for a few shillings, wouid 
look dainty made of pale eau de nil rose, or 


white satin, trimmed with gold laceand gold 
galon. The basket should be formed of — 
thread, the stems of the same, and the fiow- 


ers of pink Seize rosettes with 
Liliput leaves, and spangles arranged in little 
groups of three. The circle framing the face 
of the clock might be worked with gold or 
Louis Seize 5 and the face of 
the clock itself be painted with tiny 
bouquets of flowers, for which 
glass can easily be removed by un 
the screws at the back of the case. |

It retails there at $5a 
pint, but two tablespoonfuls in a tub of water 
‘‘ will smell somebody up all day,“ as they 
say in French. eee 

Another source of sensuous delight is half a 
pint of benzoin thrown into the tub, making 
This tincture is only 10 cents 
an ounce, It cleans the skin and tightens it. 
which makes it popular with flabby old 
dandies and withered old dames, and it leaves 
the flesh exhaling the odor of refinement, so 
to speak. Bath bags are always satisfactory, 
although very expensive, the suspicion that 
the mvid or somebody used it forcing the ex- 
quisite to provide a fresh oneevery day.
